But when the doors were opened an hour 
earlier the building was filled within a few 
minutes, The overflow gathered on the out- 
side. 


Carried in Fire Auto. 

At 2 o'clock the body was taken from un- 
Gertaking parlors at 633 Washington street 
and placed in the automobile fire truck. Th 
funeral. procession formed and ee 
south to Eighth avenue, ‘turned north to 
Adame street, and thence toward the church. 

The public interest in Billy, Rugh’s hero- 
iam was recognized by all, but no one ex- 
pected the enormous crowd ‘to pack the 
church and spread out into the streets for a 
block in four directions. The temporary 
hearse crept along until it arrived at Adams 
and Eighth. The plan to take the casket 
into the church was at once abandoned. The 
Rev. J. M. Avaan, the Methodist minister, 
said he would preach in the open air. 


The six policemen who were active pall- 
bearers removed the casket from the truck 
and placed it on the stand the undertaker 
had erected on the pavement. They heaped 
mountains of flowers on the stand aod

ACCEPTSCOLONEL’S DATES 


At the risk of forfeiting the governorship 
‘of California, Hiram W. Johnson, Progres- 
sive nominée for vice president, yesterday 
departed for New York to take up in the 
east the burden an assassin's bullet forced 
Col. Roosevelt to lay down. The governor's 
action opens the way, it is asserted, for his 
enemies on the coast to bring proceedings 
to oust him from office. His term does no“ 
expire until January, 1918. 

Under a California statute the chief ex- 
ecutive may not absent himself from the 
state for a period longer than sixty days. 
The time limit, so f4r as Gov. Johnson is cox. - 
cerned, expires next Friday. At the last 
meeting, however, the California legislature 
adopted a resolution which permits of a 
longer absence in the discretion of the gov- 
ernor. : 

Before leaving Chicago Gov. Johnson re- 
eeived an opinion from the California attor- 
fey general advising him that he could 
gafely remain longer out of the state if he 
so desired. Progressive leaders here ex- 
pect, however, that the stand: -t Republicans 
of California will seek to make trouble. 


Takes Up Burden of Fight. 4 

Gov. Johnson's decision to turn. back east 
+ instead of proceeding west, as he had in- 
tended, wes reached after several confer- 
ences with new party leaders, including Col. 
Roosevelt. He placed himself entirely in 
the hands of the national. committee, and 
when informed they desired him to lead the 
fight while the colonel is incapacitated he 
assented without qualification or restriction, 
it was stated.

It also is cited that the postmaster him- 
self ia the Fourteenth ward member of the 
executive committee of the Republican party 
of Cook county.

If it is wise to thus protect a governor from 
influences that might swerve him from the 
path of duty, is it not much more necessary 
to protect a president from those same in- 
fluences? 

There are forty-eight governors, but only 
one president, and that president exerts more 
influence than the forty-eight governors com- 


bined. Hundreds of thousands of public offi- 


clals depend upon his will for their day 
bread; he can dismiss them at pleasure and, 
however improbable the exercise of this 
power, the fear of its exercige exerts a coer- 
cive influence,

He ig commander in chief of the army and | 
the navy; no king, or emperor, or czar has, 
or would dare to exercise, the authority con- 
ferred upon and exercised by a presidem 
of the United States. 

Surely, if there is a position on earth in 
which a man ought to be free to carry out 
all promises made and to.act upon his con- 
science and his judgment where previous 
pledges do not direct, that man is the presi- 
dent of the United States. As long as a 
man is looking for a second nomination and 
a second election—not to speak of a third 
or fourth—he cannot, unless superhuman, 
be entirely indifferent to the influences that 
dominate politics. 

The time is ripe, therefore, for an amend- 
ment to the constitution which will 
strengthen our presidents by removing the 
temptatlons that make men weak, and the 
Democratic: party leads the way to this im- 
portant change. It proposes to limit the 
president to a single term, so that when he 
takea his oath of office he will have nothing 
before him but the performance of his duties, 
no ambition but to make sure his place in 
history by fidelity to the public weal. 

Both Mr. Taft and Mr. Roosevelt are op- 
posed to the single term proposition—the 
latter not having yet announced any limi- 
tation whatever upon the number of-presi- 
dential terms. If Mr. Roosevelt succeeds in 
overthrowing. the two term precedent who 
can establish a more binding precedent?

Consciousness of the ability to do things 
and do them well, is man’s greatest reward, 
in the opinion of President William Lowe 
Bryan of Indiana university.

Census Report Shows Millions of 


Aliens Harbored in Country. 


MANY BECOME CITIZENS. 


Less than Two-thirds of Nation’s Vot- 
ers Are Native Born. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 20.— [Special. 
The United States has been called the melt- 
| ing pot of the peoples of the world, and never 
did the pot have more work to do than at 
present. Statistics just compiled by the 
census bureau show there are 6,646.817 white 

foreign born males of 21 years or over now 
| in continental United States and: 17,710,- 
' 967 white native males of 21 years of age or 
over. 

There are 8,043,117 foreign born naturalized 
white men, which is 46.6 per cent of the for- 
‘eign born males of voting age in continental 
United States. 

The tremendous problem confronting this 
country in the amalgamation of the peoples 
of the world into Americans may be indi- 
cated by the statement that of the 28.900 151 
men of 21 years of age and over in continental 
United States, 9,188,454 are foreign born 
whites, negroes, Chinamen, Japanese, and 
other races. In other words, less than two- 
thirds of the men of voting age in this coun- 
try are native white men.

FOR A MILITARY HIGHWAY. 


Bill Would Have Funds Raised by | 


Restoring 1879 Tax on Tobacco. 


Commercial associations and similar or- 
ganizations in Chicago have been asked to 
support a bill to be introduced by Con- 
gressman Stanton Warburton of Tacoma, 
Wash., at the coming session of congress. 
The bill provides for the creation of a na- 
tional military highway, connecting the capi- 


tal of every state in the union with the 


nation’s capital. . 

Though not a state capital, Chicago, ec- 
cording to the tentative plans, would be 
the eastern terminus of a trunk line con- 
necting this city with San Francisco, via 
Lincoln, Neb.; Salt Lake City, Utah, and 
Sacramento, Cal. 

The bill will provide for a sixteen foot 
roadway, with heavy concrete base and hard 
surface, such as asphalt or vitrified brick 
80 as to make the roads as nearly as pos- 


sible dustiess. The expense is estimated at 


from $20,000 to 925,000 a mile. 


How Fund Can Be Raised. 
In order to raise the large sum that will 


be required, Congressman Warburton pro- 


poses to restore the internal revenue tax of 
1878 on tobacco and o set side the addi- 
tional income from this source as a national 
road fund. The additional tax so provided, he 
estimates, would amount to eighty million 
dollars a year, and with this fund at the 
disposal of the government he believes the 
contemplated 15,000 miles of roadway could 
be bullt and paid for within five years. 

The bill will also provide for the use of 
144 per cent of this income for the construc- 
tion of like roads in the national parks, $200,- 
000 a year to be spent for each park for a 
period of five years, 

Congressman Warburton in his bill will 
urge the ediate construction of an At- 
lantic and Gulf line from Augusta, Me., to 
Baton Rouge, La., and Tallahaseee, Fla., and 
a Pacific coast line from Olympia, Wash., to 
Los Angeles, Cal. Under his plan the vari- 
ous states will be asked to t the govern- 
ment the most feasible roadways. the exact 
locations of which will be made by federal 
engineers. 


Warburton Talke of Plan. 

“There is no doubt.“ says the congress- 
man. “about the amount of money that 
would be received under my proposed bill. 
A year ago I hac occasion to request the 
internal revenue department at Washington 
to figure out for me the income that would 
have been derived on tobacco the preceding 
year if the law ot 1879 had been in force. 

It is a well settled rule that a tax on lux- 
uries does not decrease the amount con- 
sumed, though no great harm would occur 
if it did. Our tax on tobaccoissmall. It was 
recuced in 1878 because the government was 
getting more revenue than it was using. It 
Was decreased again in 1879 for the same rea- 
son, and again in 1883. Our tax on tobacco 
is not a fourth of what it was during the war. 

“While the proposed increase might seem 
heavy, it will not even be noticed by the con- 
sumer. It would raise the tax on a lO cent
